And 
now the Seaſon of the Year approaching, 

in which the Captains of the King's Ships 
ſuppoſed it might be dangerous to con- 
tinue on the Coaſt, they reſolved to ſail 
on the 5th: of July, and in order thereto, 
commanded their Mien from Anaſtatia on 
Board. Whereupon the General, July 4. 
ſent Orders to Col. Yanderduſſen, and 
Lieutenant - Colonel Coole, to raiſe the Block- 
ade, and bring off the Train and Troops, 
with the leaſt Loſs they could; and to 
ſpoil the Artillery if they could not fetch 
it off. Accordingly the Colonels made a

Mind to allow no Ground for Diſſatiſ- 
faction and Complaints of this Nature; 
or a very Zeal for the Service ſhould pre- 
vent ſuch ſevere Hardſhips, in time of 
Action, as muſt be deſtructive of it. Yet 
is it in Truth notorious, that there were 
continual Complaints on this Occaſion in 
the General's Regiment; and in Fact, it 
appeared. that theſe unneceſſary Marches 
and unjuſt Reſtraint of Food was attended 
with a very early Deſertion from the Ge- 
neral's Regiment, whereby the Garriſon 
was fully apprized of our Force and Diſ- 
poſition.

ſible, chat Diſpatch * Secrecy are ne- 
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ceſlary to a Surprize, it is very difficult 
to reconcile ſuch ſeeming Hurry, and 
uch effectual Delay and impolitic Rigour 
with martial Skill and Foreſight. People 
who think they are very hardly dealt wich, 
Will often Hazard the Loſs of a very mi- 
ſerable Life, for the meer Chance of bet- 
tering it. As on the other hand, thoſe _— 
who might have yielded to the firſt Im- AY 
preſſions of their Fear and Panic, recollect 
their Judgment, and their Courage too, 
when they have a regular Apprehenſion 
. of the Dangers that threaten them. We 
have already obſerved GeneralOglerhorpe told 
the Committee of Conference, it was very 
likely he might carry the Town the FIRST 
N1GHrT; and indeed by all Appear- 
ances it is probable he might, if he had 
then attempted it, when the whole Army, 
with which he reconnoitred it, expected 
that Service, and expreſs d an Ardor for 
it.
